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The proposed mass meeting of unemployed
workinguien in New i'urlc was a failure. About
three hundred men moved iu groups through
Union square, but no leader appearing to or¬

ganize the moctiug, they soon disappeared.
The work'mgmen, after leaving Union square,
went to Tompkins' square, where, after about
five or six hundred men had assembled, t!u-
iu-eting was organized, aud a resolution adopt¬
ed demanding work, the enforcement of the
eight-h >ur law, the reduction of house rent of
twenty-five per cent., and its total suspension
till the first of May. Then they adjourned with
the understanding that a grand demonstration
will take place on Tuesday. Extensive prepa¬
rations were made by the police to quell any

disturbance, but their services were not re¬

quired.
A court of inquiry, composed of Rear Ad¬

mirals Charles H. Davis and Joho L. Worden,
Commodore John C. Howell and Captain Ste¬
phen B. Luce, judge advocate, met at the Navy
Department yesterday and orgaoizcd, in ac¬

cordance with orders from Secretary Robeson,
to investigate the circumstances attending the
loss of the Virginius. The Ossipce, Capt. John
Watters, which was convoying the Virgiuius,
arrived at \Va>hington yesterday.
The New York Tribune notes an advance of

two cents in pork and lard during the past
month in that market, owing to gambling spe¬
culation in future deliveries, the operators be¬
ing compelled to work for an enormous percen¬

tage of margin. They allege that the advance
is based on scantiness of the western crop, but
the packers say that hogs are coming forward
nearly as rapidly as usual.

carpet bagger. The colored majority in Hali
f«.x o un y after the wnr was about eleven hun¬
dred. Toe white of that county (prominent

politics to break the i'oret;, and linaliy to des¬
troy that majority. In 1809 the white people
nominated two conservative blacks for the Le¬
gislature and elected them.

and now the tables have turned and that county
has rolled up the very handsome and decided
majority above indicated. The opponent of
Major llucland was a carpet bagger by the
name of Eddy, who came down there from New
York some four years ago as an assistant asses¬

sor of revenue, and after losing that fat office,
he set himself to work to secure a scat iu the
Senate at six dollars per day. He did succeed
io wire-working himself into a nomination, but
the respectable portion of the colored people of
the county, did not esteem him worthy of hav-
ing his ambition gratified, and rising above all
party shackles, they supported a native born
gentleman in preference to a carpet bagger.
We also agree with the News that this is an

example worthy the imitation of the colored
people throughout Virginia and the South.
Their best friends are the native white people,
and the sjouer they discard the political vaga¬
bonds who migrate here from the other States
merely for spoils, the better will it be for all
classes..
